Wo have heard complaints very frequently that the
monopoly enjoyed by the N.J.Railroad companies, and
the use they make of that monopoly,is very injurious to
the trade of this city. There is evidently a great deal of
truth in this, as the fare between this city and Philadel-
phia is exorbitant, more so than on any other railroad of
equal length in the country. The high fare is not the
ouly evil growing out of tho monopoly enjoyed by these
raflroad companies. The public ure com pelled to suffer
many inconveniences, as to time of departure and delays
on the way, which, to business men, are of the most
vexatious character. The cars on the Long Island Rail-
road travel a distance equal to that betwesn New York
and Philadelphia in sbout thres hours, while six snd
often eight hours areconsumed in passing between these
two cities.

The directors or managers of the New Jersey Rail
road companies imagine that their roads are more pro-
ductive under the high tarifl ef prices they have esstab,
lished than they would be st more reduced rates ; but

lished fact, both in this country and in Europe, that low
| fares produce the grestest revenus ; that the additionsl
travel, created by low prices, Is more than sufi-
olehit to offiet tho reduction in the charge. Rail-
| road” or steamboat linss, bet large cities, attracta
vast amount of pleasure travellers, when the price of
passage is within the means of a majority of the people
which they would not obtain, or which, in fact, would
not exist at all, were the charges anm__ The in-
crensed expense ol transporting the incr d number of
travellers, neceasary to produce an lncoms, at low
prices, equal to that produced by high prices, would be
so small, when fteam-power is used, as to ba of very
littls comslderation.

The public can ha¥e very little hope of reforming the
abuses compluined of, so long as the sompanies alluded
to retmn the monopoly thay have so long enjoyed.
Compstition regulates this evil more thoroughly than
anyth.og elee, uod we trust the Leglilature of New
Jersey will take this matter into consideration.
